German Surgeons Use Celluloid 


The German army surgeons in the 
field and in the hospitals nave suc- 
ceeded in saving the lives, or at least 
the limbs, of many wounded soldiers 
with the ald of celluloid. The meth- 
od is simple. The wounds after their 
antiseptic treatment, are covered with 
very thin sheets of transparent cellu- 
loid which gre fastened around the 
edges with adhesive plaster. This 
system enables the surgeon to watch 
the healing process closely without 
removing the bandage. The celluloid 
sheets are practically indestructible, 
and can be used times and again after 
proper sterilization.

Formidable Army Necessary 
For Invasion Say 
Experts 


London, Dec. 22.—Britishers gener- 
ally regard® Germany's widely adver- 
tised Egyptian campaign as doomed 
to failure. Amsterdam digpatches re- 
porting that Piel Marshal Von Der 
Goltz has arrived in Syria to lead a 
Turco-German invasion, were, how- 
ever, read with interest. 

Officials interviewed said they be- 
lieved a more formidable army would 
be required for a successful Tavasion 
via the Suez canal than Genniany and 
Turkey can possibly muster and 
equip, in view of conditions on the 
other fronts. 

If such an expedition is attempted, 
Germany will find it necessary to re 
tain huge forces in the Balkans to 
prevent Anglo-French troops, co-oper 
ating with Russia and: possibly Rou- 
mania, from cutting her lines of com 
munication. 

Nevertheless, Great Britain is tak- 
ing no chances. The press is not per-

defenses ercotcd in the Suez canal re- 
gion since the abortive attempts of 
the Turks against Egypt early in the 
war, but British military experts a- 
gree that these defenses now are 
eae would require at least two 
months for the Germans and Turks 
to assemble menacing forces on tho 
Egyptian front,’’ one said.
